Tin-  Minister  of  A>,'ricii1tnrr  replied  that  Nortliern  British 
e"ohnnl>ia  was  considered  to  l»e  tn  need  of  an  expcrniiental  farm, 
and  tliat  tin-  next  one  would  probably  be  established  there.  There 
wa«  approximately  $30,000  reaerved  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  a  -tart  could  be  made  next  Snimncr.

Captain  of  Relief  Steamship 
Describes  Scenes  of  Wretch- 
edness and  Soldiers'  Brutal- 
ity Witnessed  by  His  Sailors 


BALTIMORK,  Md..  April  7 — A 
tale  of  famine,  brutality  and  horror 
waa  relntoil  b\  Captnln  M.  I-  Hart, 
of  the  ateamei  Deepwnter  whlrh  re- 
turned to  this  poll  lodiiN  from 
Odeaaa.  Ruaala.  The  Ueepwater  waa 
one  of  the  Rusataa  relief  stsamsrs 
which  left  here  In  January. 

Towards  ths  end  of  Pebruary  the 
T)ecpwatei  rviuhed  Odeasa.  and  was 
met  at  the  pier  by  thnusanda  Of 
.tiil,|r..ti        \irlij;.!l\       1 1  ni- lot  li  ed  anii 

ahowing  unrnlatakable  evidence  of 
starvation,  they  swarnsed  about, 
ready  to.  beg  for  food  as  the  un- 
loadtna  at  tha  grata  waa  bagnn.  but 
only  to  be  driven  away  by  ftuaaian 
soldiers.  Captain  Hart  said  those 
thoae   who  realnted   were  bayonetted. 

It  took  nine  dayn  for  86  half- 
alar\ed  nte\edi>i'ea  to  unload  the 
Ship  by  hsnd.  Two  of  thsir  aumbar 
were  killed  In  quarrela  among  tlMtn- 
ael\Va. 

Cnptain  Hart  'refused  to  allow  sny 
of  hia  crew  to  go  aabore.  but  one 
nisht  two  of  the  men  allpped  -iway. 
They  spent  a  nlg'n  ..f  boiror  before 
they  were  able  to  work  their  way 
back  en  beard,  aeaordtng  to  the 
atorisa  they  related  an  their  return. 
Thsy  told  of  seeing  man  steed  up 
against  a  wall  ta  be  shot  by  a  firing 
aquad.  of  ssslng  men,  women  nnd 
rllildren  drop  In  the  atreel«  ««x 
haustad  from  huncer,  and.  xe  ^< 
ellmax  to  their  ntghi  of  adventure 
they  aaw  three  jralnloada  of  dead 
being  shipped  ant  at  tha  anca 
riouriahing  city  ta  be  thfawn  Into  a 

hole  In  the  outaktrts. 

c.ii'ioin  Hart  aald  that  the  i;ii«cian 
pro|<l.>  ■  apirlt  had  been  broken  by 
ibe  h»<rd  and  brutal  methoda  of  the 
Kosaian  soldiers,  snd  they  were 
offering  virtually  no  roalatanca  ta  tha 
terHbte  traatmaat  thagr  reaaivad.

Judge  LAmpman  dto< 
missed  the  charge  of  obtaining 
money  by  false  pretencee.  as  j)r<«fprred 
bv  the  Crown  against  Bamunl  Uarvey 
Creech,  aiipcrintpndent  of  ili«  itk 
vincial  J.,abor  llurcau,  ilroughton 
Street.
